Some think time is all sufficient m a 
test of merit in a race-horse, and of races: 
others hold that it is of no u-e at all, and. 
in fact, more often delusive end mischiev- 
ous than otherwise. 

The truth, as in most other mooted ques- 
tions, probably lies in a golden iue«n >« - 
tween the two parties. It e-tunot hut tr- 
ustful to nee the time of races, and apply 
it as an element in the deductions u> be 
made, but if a man thinks that a watch 
and a measured mile are all the requisites 
to test the merit of a performer, be is apt 
to bescreh deceived It i" quite probable 
that the "lime, an ofiec <aken in England, 
was of no use at all, and, in fact, rather 
mischievous and delusive than otherwise, 
aimply because it was inaccurate and un- 
reliable. Lately, however, the time ai 
taken in England, although no part of 
the official proceedings, closely approii 
mates the correctness which is the rule 
here. Iudeed. we see of late an at'empt 
to curry out the time taking to an extern 
which can hardly fail to he inoorrect in 
its ft-HCinns, though the sum of the raee* 
m*y he right enough. In the report of the 
last Derby at Epsom, Bell a Life had 
quarters for the race of a mile and a 
not run, be it remembered, on 
eource, where the first quarter and a half 
mile are accurately measured and marked 
by posts. For our p*rt, we decline 10 give 
the time of anything less than a mile, ox 
eept as part et the narative, having M 
great faith in fractions, ard b-ing uuable 
to see bow it can be made of auy use, even 
whore the timers are most skillful and ac- 
curate But let this pass. We thiuk ii 
eannot but be interesting and useful to 
State and compare the time and weight* 
in five great races recently won by three 
year-oldi, one of which, the Paterson Der- 
by, look place here; three of which, the Der- 
by, Oakx, and Gold t.'up at Ascot, were run 
in EngUnd, and one of which was for the 
Grand Trite of Paris, in France. First, ot 
our own Derby, the winner of which was 
Norfolk, a Tory float and grand colt in our 
estimation With a hundred pounds up, 
the time of the mile and a hilf was M min. 
utes 4<'.i seconds, which is nearly at the 
rate of lm. 6U. to the mile. That is, if the 
race had been run in 2m 4*i\»., it wo dd 
have been exactly lm. Ms. to the mil' . 
Now, the Derby in England, the aame<,«. 
tanee, with one hundred and twer.tw two 
pounds up, was run in I'm. 43s , which is 
lm. 48jfs. to the mile. But. now, |aj com- 
paring these two performances wa are met 
by the facts that the fastest fcne was run 
over turf without sharp tr.ros, but with I 
pretty stiff hill at the fin.vh. wfcile the other 
was over a dirt track, in which there were 
four turns to be run round in the race. 
It is also to be observed that Norfolk ran 
clean away frjiA bis horses ut the start, 
and won in a canter; but, /-»r rotilrj, thai 
Blair Athol had a bad start, aud had to be 
rushed through a lot of hordes under whip 
and spur. He also finished easily. In the 
Oaks, the distance and weights were the 
same as in the Derby, a,nd the French Ally 
Fills de 1 Air won in I'm. 47s. Tnis, of 
course, is half a second more to the mile 
than the race run here by Norfolk; but the 
great discrepancy of weight must be borne 
in mind. This fit j carried twenty two 
pounds more than he. The next of these 
races to be considered is that won at Paris 
by Vermont, in which he not only beat 
the winner of the English Derby, but also 
the filly who won the Oaks. He also de- 
feated bis own stable companion, who was 
believed by the traiuer to be the best colt 
of Uie two. In this race the weights were 
110 libs, for colts, and 107 lbs tor fillies; 

the weights were ten pounds 
in our Derby, and twel#e pound-* 
less than in that of Kngland. The dis. 
tance was a m le aud seven furlonirs, and 
the time 3ua. and 3.)s. Thin is exactly 
fourteen seconds to the furlong or 1 m.
